The State of New Hampshire 


(L. 8.) To the inhabitants of the Town of Lebanon 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town on the second Tuesday of March 
next at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


First—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


Second—To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the construction and repair of high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Third—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the construction and repairs of 
sewers and sidewalks for the ensuing year. 


Fourth—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the improvement of the cem- 
eteries of the town. 


Fifth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Sixth—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise to provide a free bed at the Mary 
Hitchcock hospital, or act thereon. 


Seventh—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to assist in the work of the Visit- 
ing Nurse Association. 


Eighth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the benefit of the West Leb- 
anon Library. 
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Ninth—To see if the town will vote to raise 
($200.00) two hundred dollars for books for the 
West Lebanon Library, or act thereon. 


Tenth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the benefit of the Lebanon 
Public Library. 


Eleventh—To see if the town will appropiate 
the sum of four hundred dollars to control the 
White Pine Blister Rust, or act thereon. 


Twelfth—To see if the town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


Thirteenth—To see if the town will vote to al- 
low a discount on taxes, if paid before specified 
dates. |

Sixteenth—To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of fifty dollars for the benefit of a play- 
ground at West Lebanon, or act thereon.

Lebanon continues to be one of the healthiest 
towns in the state. During the spring and summer, 
there were no contageous cases reported. The rec- 
ords from April second, (the date of my appoint- 
ment) show there have been 4 cases of Scarlet Fev- 
er, 3 Diptheria, 5 Chicken Pox, 3 Whooping Cough 
and 2 of Typhoid Fever. These cases, except the Ty- 
phoid, have been very mild. Just at present there 
is quite an epidemic of Mumps among school chil- 
dren. 

Every complaint has been attended to, and we 
hope, some conditions have been improved.
